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President Coolidge Opens 
New Bridge To Traffic 


Pandemonium in the shape of 10,000 
motor horns was Iet loose last Saturday 
atfernoon at 3:30 at which time Presi- 
dent Coolidge pressed an electric but- 
ton at the White,House, which lower- 
ered the draw of the San Mateo- Hay- 
ward bridge thus permitting passage 
over it. 

At the same instant a daylight bomb 
was fired and a large American flag 
snapped from its confining halyard to 
stand out stiffly in the wind. 

A few seconds later, as bridge com- 
pany officers and officials of San Ma- 
teo, Alameda and San Francisco coun- 
ties massed smilingly behind her, Miss 
Rae Wantland, bridge company secre- 
tary, raised a pair of scissors and snip- 
ped a silk ribbon barrier, thus officially 
opening the giant structure to public 
inspection. 

Meanwhile a sextet of sturdy Douglas 
army planes of the ninety-first squad- 
ron, Crissy field, battled the wind with 
the sea gulls overhead. Five flew in V 
formation, the sixth zooming and soar- 
ing above the steel spans alone. 

As the barrier was lowered the Stan- 
ford band struck up “The Star Spangl- 
ed Banner.” 

East and west stretched the bridge. 
From the center lift span to where the 
bridge approach joins the Bay Shore 
highway, a distance of two or three 


miles lay motionless a line of automo- 
biles.
